This work follows that of last year wherein I abstracted all 
items in the A section of wills of Amherst County, Virginia, and furnished 
an index such as the one for this B section. I have also abstracted 
deed books A and B and have indexed the grantors and grantees, 


This may well be termed "Spoonfed Genealogy" for I have sought 
to set forth in simple terms the important features of all items, I 
now have all items abstracted on large cards for all books of wills 
indexed in the first Master Index from 1761 to 1919. This includes 
24 numbered books and A and B of old Circuit Wills. 


It may be that researchers may think that the index containing 
names of administrators, bondsmen, witnesses and other persons treated 
is administering an overdose of names, However, I feel that this helps 
to locate persons who may show up in deeds and not in wills. I shall 
welcome comment on this, though, since I hope to issue more alphabetical 
sections in due time, 


I wish to thank Miss Helen Edgemon and Miss Mildred Edgemon 
for their invaluable assistance in typing and mimeographing the stencils 
for me, 

If this compilation helps someone to engage in profitable and 
pleasurable genealogical pursuit, I shall have been well rewarded.

All. of this is set forth so 
that the novice will understand just what is abstracted. Sometimes the 
names or initials are hard to decipher and a question mark is used, 

There may be two or three spellings of the same family name in the same 
item, I have tried to point out all such discrepancies for the researcher. 
I do not claim infallibility, but have tried to be as careful and pains- 
taking as possible,
